FILED AGAINST 
PASADENA MAN 


Endeavored To Arrest An Up- 
land Citizen But Officers 
Find Him Blameless——Ralph 
Hanan Out On $500 Bail Fol- 
lowing His Arrest Here 








Ralph Hanan, 42, wealthy Pasa- 
denan, is at liberty under $500 
bonds awaiting trial in Upland 
police court Sept. 14 on two 
out of his at- 
tempt to “arrest” a well-known 
Upland citizen at the corner of 
first avenue and Bleventh street 
Thursday night. 

Hanan, who said he was the 
son-in-law of H. P. Merritt, Pasa- 
dena multimillionaire, entered a 
plea of not guilty to the charges 
Friday. 

Bail was fixed at $500 and hear- 
ing set in Judge G. R. Crane’s 
court September 14 on charges of 
possession of liquor and carrying 
concealed weapons. 

Charge Liquor Found 

Police charge that Hanan was 
in a stupor when arrested and 
that a large quantity of asserted 
liquor was found in his machine 
at the time. 

A revolver was found in his 
pocket and he also was wearing a 
Los Angeles county deputy sher- 
iff’s badge. 

Hanan told police that the al- 
leged liquor was denatured alcohol 
to be used in the stove in a moun- 
tain cabin. 

He defied officers to drink it. 

Bail is Arranged 


A Pasadena attorney appeared 
shortly after Hanan’s arrest and 
arranged for his bail and appear- 
ance later before Judge Crane. 

Police say that Hanan had the 
Upland man cornered and was try- 
ing to “arrest” him on a charge | 
of transporting liquor. 

No liquor was found in the Up 
land man’s car, but a search was 
made of Hanan’s machine and 
liquor which Hanan says is not 
for beverage purposes, was found.

DAIRY 
HERDS GROWING 


State Report Shows 1,182 Head | 
Of Cattle Imported Into 
District 








San Bernardino is taking a 
leading place among the var- 
ious sections of California in 
the importation of high class 
cattle for dairy purposes, ac- 
cording to a survey just com- 
pleted by the state department 
of agriculture. 

Of the 16,822 head of cattle 
imported during the past year, 
1182 have been brought into 
San Bernardino County, the re- 
port shows. Los Angeles Coun- 
ty alone stands ahead of this 
district, with 11,341 head im- 
ported. 

This increase in importation 
is due to the rapidly inereasing 
demand of the public for high 
standard milk, cream and but- 
ter, ‘the report sets forth. If 
the demand maintains its in- 
erease California may soon oe- 
cupy an important place in the 
raising of dairy cattle, as it did 
years ago in the breeding of 
beef animals. 

San Francisco County im- 
ported only 525 dairy cattle) 
during the year, according ‘to 
the reyort. Siskiyou brought in 
1069, Kern 410 and Lassen 
Cotinty 333. 

Arizona contributed the larg- 
est number of cattle to  Cali- 
fornia’s dairies during the year, 
with a total of 4,145 brought in 
from that state. Oregon was 
second, with 3,584, while 2,313 
cattle were sent in from Idaho. 
Utah contributed 1,736, and 
Washington 1,277. Canada also 
was represented among ‘the dis- 
triets sending high class eattle 
to California with a total of 
356 head.

Asserts Guardians Ilegally Se-| Friends Missin 


cured Custody of Motherless 
Tot By Claim In Court That 
It Had Been Abandoned 


A tale of continued misfortune, 
starting with the death of his 
wife and climaxed when his only 
baby was taken from him, is re- 
counted by Allie P. 'Harrington, 
former San Bernardino resident in 
a petition filed in superior court 
yesterday. 

The petition names Lewis G. and 
Florence B. Graves of Ontario as 
defendants, and asserts that they 
adopted the baby, Phyllis Gene 
Harrington, by falsely asserting 
the father had abandoned it. 
Dies When Babe Two Weeks Old 

Two weeks after the baby’s 
birth on April 27, 1924, the mother 
died, Mr. Harrington asserts in 
his petition. As the father was 
unable to properly care for the in- 
fant, he’ made arrangements with 
Mr. and Mrs. Graves whereby the 
child was to live with them. In 
return for caring for the baby 
they were to receive $20 monthly 
Mr. Harrington asserts. 

This arrangement continued for 
two years, the petition asserts, 





ed at the Graves home repeated- 
ly, and sent-many communications 
asking regarding the baby’s wel- 
fare. 

Claims Baby is Illegally Adopted 

After approximately two years, 
the father felt that he could care 
for the child himself, and made 
this suggestion to the Graves 
family, it is asserted. But, ac- 
cording to the father, they urged 
that the child be left with them 
for a while longer and he assent-; 
ed. 

On July 8, 1926, the Graves 
filed a petition in superior court, | 
declaring that the baby had been 
abandoned, and asking that they 
bevallowed to adopt it, the father 
states. In their petition the com-| 
plaint said, they charged Mr. Har- 
rington had taken no interest in| 
the child and had never commun- 
icated regarding its welfare. 

The court granted their petition, 
and the two-year-old baby became 
theirs. Mr. Harrington asks that! 
the adoption proceedings be vacat- 
ed, and that the child be returned 
to him. Attorney L. G. Hayford of 
Los Angeles represents the plain- 
tiff.

‘It is a paradoxical method of approach 
to the problem to put men incapable of weigh- 
ing the relative value of matterial laid before 
them, and afterwards to establish rules of evi 
dence forbidding that a great deal of the ma- 
terial available be presented to them.’ And 
he admits, if laymen are to be the judges 
of faets, there must be all possible machinery 
to proteet the parties before the court. 

The jury system, this eritie further avers, 
is productive of unbusinesslike methods of pro- 
cedure in the administration of justice. As 
part of the public, the jury brings into the 
court room popular feelings and popular opin- 
ion, representing temporary currents of thought 
and failing, as a rule, to see human values in 
their ‘true light because it naturally neglects 
‘permanent and fundamental interests for the 
temporary and exciting ones.’’ Jurymen ave 
unskilled in eritieising their own sentiments 
and are extremely likely to Judge under pres 
sure of subconscious elements rather than as 
a result of clear, conscious reasoning. Law 
yers know that and play on it, increasing such 
elements until the trial appears to the jury 
only as a legal fight between two sets of law- 
yers. 

This is trenchant eriticism. Coming from 
an eminent foreign barrister, it deserves sober 
study on the part of thoughtful, 
Americans.
